poleon aspired... Having returned to Europe, 
to attend the death-bed of his mother, who 
expired October the 5th, 1837, Louis Na- 
poleon e commenced a paper war, against 
Lotis Philippe, under cover of defending his 
attempt at Strasbourg. The French govern- 

ment · beg an to fear the pertinacity and am- 
bition of the Prince, and insisted that he 
should be removed from Switzerland. He 
acéotdingty again took refuge in England 
“The only country in Europe,“ says one of 
his biographers, ‘‘ where the laws of hospi- 
ptality are not subject to the exigencies of 
policy. This brings us to the next division 
of his life, in which he conimitted himself 
again by his descent at Boulogne. 

3. Amongst the steadiest advisers of the 
Prinee at this time was M. de Persigny ; who 
judging him by the sketch in these volumes, 
may be taken as an impersonation of those 
showy Parisian’ adventurers: painted not by 
Eugene Sue, but by De Balzac. Yet the 
Marquis de Remy, ia the “ Mysteries de 
Paris,” may be taken as a type of the natures 
to which M. de Persiguy belonged. M. de 
la Guerroniere, as quoted in these volumes, 
(and who writes with favorable leaning to- 
wards the President,) thus describes M. de 
Persigny, whose name is, of course, familiar 
to all our readers, as the successor of M. de 
Morfy, in the office of minister :— 

With a quick and easy wit, clever, ener- 
getic and bold, and with a will full of re- 
sources, M. de Persigny was at once the con- 
ception. and execution the directing intel- 
ligence and the acting hand of the adventure 
to which he had devoted himself. . Diplomatic 
by instinct, rather than by education, he 
wove the threads of the conspiracy with con- 
summate ability, and in a manner to leave 
him free to impress it with whatever direction 
he thought best. Somewhat of a flatterer, 
flattery with him was only a means of rul- 
ing, and leading the self-will and vanity of 
men, as with a sort of chain of flowers, much 
stronger than.a chain of iron. A conspira- 
tor by disposition and upon calculation, 
an adventure had irresistible attractions for 
him. Devoid of enthusiasm or passion, he 
enlisted himself’ rather in the fortunes of the 
man than for the man _ himself or his cause. 
Cool and impassible.in the faee of danger, 
no danger could deter or stop him. With a 
forethought which- prepared all the combi. 
nations, and a ess which apprehended 
nothing—sath waa, M. de Persigny.” 

Whether M. de Persigny counselled the 
invasion at Boulogne it is not important to 
inquire. 

The life which Louis Napoleon led in Lon- 
don, from the end of 1838, tili the month of 
August, 1840, is described briefly, but em- 
phatically, as what is called, in vulgar par- 
lance, hat of a man about town.” His 
days and nights, it is here stated, were passed 
“on the @arf, inthe: betting-room, or in the 
clubs, where high play and desperate stakes 
roused the jaded energy of the blase gam- 
bler:” Whatever may have been his private 
‘habits, however, he resolved to play again for 
power. He left Margate, in August, 1840, 
on board the City of Edinburgh steam er.— 
He voyaged en prince, with a well supplied 
collar arid larder, cook, scullions, valet, a maitre 
hotel, a secretaxy, a Pa a hair-dresser, 
groomm, and last of all—a dame eagle. He 
had dwo travelling carriages, footmen and 
groortis in English liveries, and a splendid 
dressing case. The ‘party amounted, in all, 
to fifty-six, among whonr was Count Montho- 


Helena. The whole affair reads like a farce,

When the news of this second attempt 
reached" the authorities at Paris, it was re- 
‘solved, that something more than ridicule 
ehould be employed; to.turn Louis Napoleon 
‘from his dynastic desperation, as his passion 
then appeared to bs. Some of the particu- 
late of the descent caused much amusement. 
The tamé eagle h. had been intended for stage 
‘effect. It was to be let loose from the ves- 
sel, and to fly straight, it was said, to the 
Napdleon coltinid, wherd it was expected to 
aligbt us an omen.

the serious history of the age. The “tame 
eagle” of Boulogne now flies wild over France, 

Louis Napoleon was tried before the House 
ot Peers. His speech was strong, and full of 
that self-réhance which, whether for good or 
for ill, has been luis main resource. His de- 
fence was conducted by the great French ora- 
tor, Berryer, who had in it a theme favorable 
to the display of his powers. The eloquent 
advocate skilfully attacked the government 
of the barricades, under the mask of defend- 
ing his client, Louis Napoleon was sentenc- 
ed to perpetual imprisonment at Ham. He 
was looked on as a political lunatic, worthy 
of compassion rather than vengeance. Im- 
mured in his prison, he became irritable, and 
quurreled often with the authorities. But he 
still devoted himself to elaborating on paper 
his Napoleonian system, and did not fail in 
passive energy. He corresponded with his 
friends, read in various departments of liter- 
ature, and cultivated flowers. He made re- 
peated applications to thé Government on 
various subjects, and begged hard to be al- 
lowed to go and see his dying father. In his 
prison treatment, it would appear that the 
authorities were not harsh towards him; the 
fortress was a large one, and he was allowed 
to take horse exercise. He escaped from 
Ham, with the aid of Dr. Conneau and his 
valet. 

4. Again Prince Louis Napoleon arrived 
in Engiand, in May, 1846. And now, with- 
out seeking to invade ground which is gen- 
erally forbidden to us, it is not necessary that 
we should historically overlook certain politi- 
cal errors on the part of Louis Philippe, by 
which the chances of the adventurer and pre- 
tender had been vastly improved. “ Why, 
should we,” said Horace Walpole, “ not see 
history with as much impartiality as we read 
it?’ The Movuarchy of July was confessedly 
deficient in historicul associations. In lieu 
thereof, by a fatal mistake, it courted popu- 
larity through the means of deifying the Em. 
peror Napoleon—bringing back his remains 
to France, and entombing them with prodi- 
gious pomp. Unconsciously, it was pursuing 
the very path most likely to lead Louis Na- 
poleon to his objects. It was Napoleonizing 
the public mind. Such a mistake gave Louis 
Napoleon (without his perceiving it at the 
time) a large amouut of political capital, 
which served him largely in the latter part 
of his careem Had he been weak or irreso- 
lute, there might have been little harm done 
by the homage to Napoleon’s memory shown 
by the House of Orleans. But statesmen 
took the tame eagle of Boulogne as the crest 
of Prince Louis: and the policy pursued was 
the public embalming of the cause for which 
his life had been one of apostleship. The 
Prince renewed, in London, mach the same 
life which he had before led; and cultivated, 
it is stated in these volumes, “a certain class 
of notabilities, whose advice and experience 
have not been witbout influence upon his 
conduct.” 

5. It would be more tedious than the tell- 
ing of a “ thrice-told tale,” were we to reca- 
pitulate the subsequent events of the career of 
Prince Louis Napoleon. Europe is ringing 
with them. His recent acts acquire a logical 
meaning from this history of the education 
of his life. Let us lock at some of the main 
elements of his character, as shown in that 
and in the works collected here. A passion- 
ate system-monger is often the most unscru- 
pulous of public characters. Rather than his 
system should break down, the man devoted 
to his plan will obstinately adhere even to his 
errors, Louis Napoleon is presented to us 
from the sketch which we have given as, 
mentally, a system-monger—a thorough Na- 
poleonist from first to last: morally, as a man 
of stern and deliberate audacity, of much 
phlegmatic resolution, and of utter reckless- 
ness 48to his means. Accident gave him the 
opportunity of appealing to the memory of 
his uncle, and to the passions of an army.— 
His power rests on what the late Mr. Grat- 
tan called “a stratderaey —and its endur- 
ance cannot safel!* predicated. The writ- 
inge ol : Prince Napoleon are a mere 
repraduction of the Emperor's ideas. He 
teen to have got by heart all the cant of 
Napoleonism. We see no inventive power 
in his political system: in short, it would be 
a waste of time to criticise it from a philo- 
sophical point of view.

PROFANE SWEARING. 


Do you see those boys at play? Now 
listen to the oaths that flow from their lips 
as readily and as roundly as they would from 
an “old salt” who has manned the fore-top 
of a man-of-war for fifty years. Can those 
boys, some of them not ten years of age, think 
of what they are doing? Or can it be that 
such language is wrong? Children are nat 
urally imitative, and those boys have doubt 
less heard men use the same blasphemous 
language. And as they wish to be manlike, 
they conclude that the most discreet way to 
he men, is to do as men do. And therefore 
he who swears the loudest and boldest, is the 
noblest fellow and most of a man. They 
reason on this subject, as far as they reason 
on anything, just as they do about drinking 
or smoking—he who can smoke and drink 
the most is the most to be looked up to. 

As shocking as it is to one’s feelings to 
hear profanity from the mouths of children, 
the boys are not so much in fault as the 
men from whom they learn the practice. 
Children have less knowledge and experience 
and it cannot be expected that they will 
judge as correctly of the propriety or im- 
propriety of any course, as those of riper 
years. Men know better than to pursue 
sucha practice. Noreasonable excuse can 
be offered for it. It can neither refine nor 
exalt the character. Whoever isin the hab- 
of it, renders himself anfit for respectable 
society. How unsuitable is such language 
for the drawing-room or parlor! And if im- 
proper to use in the presence of ladies it is 
unfit for any society. A real gentlemen is 
aware of this fact, and therefore refrains 
from profane language when in the presence 
of polite society. By thesame rule he should 
always refrain from it if he respects himself; 
for it is of no more use to swear ata horse, 
oraman,than it is at a lady. And it is as 
improper to swear at a laborer ora loafer, 
as it is at aclergyman or a judge. 

The fact is, consistency and agense of pro- 
priety will tell any man that swearing is use- 
less, ungentlemanly, degrading and demo- 
ralizing. And _ the highest authority has 
said Because of swearing the land mourn- 

und the most solemn declaration of the 

me Being is-—“I will not hold him 
guiltless who taketh my name in vain.” 

Men who are guilly of this practice call 
thermselves Christians, and consider the hea- 
then in great darkness. But the heathen do 
not swear,in their own language. When 
they attempt it they use English. Mr. 
Loughbridge, a missionary to the Creek In. 
dians, says he is certain they never attempt. 
it. Tocall another by some vulgar name as 
an ‘old dog,’ or something of the kind, is the 
nearest approximation they can make. 

‘On a certain occasion,’ says he, ‘Jim 
Henry, a half blood Creek, then government 
interpreter, swore very profanely in English. 
After he had ceased, I asked him if he could 
swear in Creek.’ | 

‘No,’ he replied, ‘the Creeks cannot swear 
in their language. I could translate an oath 
into our language, but it would be the most 
soleinn prayer to God which any one could 
offer.” , 

The same is also the case with the Semi 
noles, Choctaws, and Cherokees. 

Would it not be well if there were no 
words in English, by which so senseless and 
degrading a practice could be sustained {—— 
Delicacy would not then be so often shocked 
in the streets, and a hundred evils closely con- 
nected therewith would not then be encour- 
aged. ‘Swear not at all,’ is the counsel of 
wisdom ; and happy is he who regards it— 
Young men ruin themselves by profanity.

The State Convention. 

This body convened at Columbia on Monday 

last. We received by yesterday’s mail an ab- 


stract of Monday's proceedings, Beyond the P 


clection of Officers and the organization of the 
body, nothing of special interest was done. 

In accordance with the established usage of 
Conventions in this State, Gov. Means was cho- 
sen President, and by a vote almost unanimous. 

On taking his seat, the President addressed 
the Convention as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention : 
Although I am fully aware that I am indebted 


more to my official station than to any merit of 


my own for the distinguished honor you have 
conferred upon — I must be permitted to 
express my profound gratitude to you for hav- 
ing honored that station in my person. Un- 
accustomed as I am to parliamentary usages, I 


should be disposed to shrink from the position 
you hare asigned me, but that I feel assured 


We direct the attention of 


r 


that I will be sustained and assisted in the dit 
charge of its duties by the same kindness which 
has prompted you to bestow it upon me. While 
Iam tully alive to its responsibilities, I trust I 
feel still deeper the solemn responsibility which 
rests upon me us a member of this Convention. 
We have met together clothed in the sovereign 
power of the land. The voice of this Conven- 
tion. when it speaks, must be p ential for 
good or for evil. How much prudence, how 
much caution and deliberation does it become 
us to use before we act? It is useless for me 
to enter intoa detail of the peculiar circum- 
stances under which we have met; a mere al- 
lusion to them is sufficient to bring to your minds 
the facet that they are full of ent. 
Wo certainly have a most delicate part to act: 
one which we cannot perform with credit to our- 
selves, or with honor to the State. unless we 
are buoyed by devoted patriotism above the pet- 
ty considerations of party strife, of personal 
ambition, or which is even worse and more to 
be deprecated, vindictive feelings to each other 
because we differ in opinion. The external cir- 
cumstances by which we are surrounded fear- 
fully — us that we have no strength to 
waste in internal feuds. The very dangers of 
our position call loudly upon us to be united. 
But. unfortunately for us, and the great cause 
of the South, we are not united. We have 
been divided and distracted by the convulsive 
throes of party strife. The great question of 
our wrongs has been forgotten amid oar wrang- 
lings as to the remedy. While this state of 
things exists amongst us, the fiendish finaticism 
of an abolition spirit, which tramples all law, 
both human and divine, under foot. is steadily 
moving forward towards the accomplishment of 
its ends. If we intend not basely to desert the 
cause in which we have been so long engages 
and finally submit to our degradation ruin, 
this tide of fanatacism must be sooner or later 
met. Asdark as are the dangers which sur- 
round us, still more gloomy are those which 
threaten us from our interoal commotions. If 
we are united, we need fear no danger. The 
justice of our cause, and our strong arms will 
be sufficient to protect us. Dut if, in the mad- 
ness of our party strife, we fall upon each other 
and forget the common enemy, an easy victory 
will be accomplished by them ; a victory which 
will bring ruin and disgrace upon us. The very 
first object of this Convention should be to heal 
these divisions. I will not presnme to suggest 
the course which will be proper for you to pur- 
sue to accomplish this great object. and to main- 
tain the honor and dignity of our beloved State. 
This must be a matter of consultation and de- 
liberation. The intelligence, the patriotism, 
the dignity of this body is an earnest that that 
course will be one which will involve no sacrifice 
of principle ; one, the object of which will be to 
promote the best interests of our Stute. We 
meet together as members of one common family, 
whose interest, honor, and destiny are the 
same. A deep devotion to our country and its 
institutions sliould be the polar-star to guide us 
in our course. The arin of our State. which 
was recently strung and ready to strike, has 
been puralyzed alono by our dissensions. Let 
us heal them at once, that with firm and united 
strength we may meet the enemies of our insti- 
tutions. Upon the union ot our State, I solemnly 
believe, depends our destiny. 


On motion, the business of the Convention 
was opened by prayer, Rev. J. C. Corr, officiating. 

J. A. Strobhart, esq. was elected Clerk; B. I. 
Hayes Messenger, and B. O* Ne'll Door-keeper. 

Mr. Jamieson, delegate from Orange, in a 
fecling manner, announced the death of his col- 
league, Capt. D. Rowe. The customary reso- 
lutions were adopted. 

A letter of Chancellor Dancan, resignir.g his 
seat as a Member of the Convention, was read 
and laid on the table. 


A friend writes us from Columbia, under date 
of Monday, as follows: 

“Tho Seceders are much divided. Some 
wish secession, some a withdrawal of our mem- 
bers from Congress, and some they know not 
what. They held a caucus on Saturday night, 
but did not agree upon anything. The caucus 
will meet again to-night. 

„J have heard nothing of a caucus of our 
party, and I do not know that we will have one. 
Being in the minority, we can only accept or 
reject such things as are offered.

We have no desire to do away with that most 
necessary caution and care in relation to this 
popular and beautiful material for light. But 
as much has been said about the danger of its 
use, it is but fair to hear both sides. and it, will 
be interesting to all who use the fluid to read 
the fullowing remarks concerning it.

the burning fluid should try his own lamps 
whenever they have new wicks, and see how 
much violent shaking they will bear. If you 
see the fluid coming rapidly out of the tubes in 
a stream of fire, blow it out quickly with your 
breath, and do not light it again, if much has 
come out, until it has been wiped off. 

“The lecturer was present when a young 
lady quickly took two lighted glass lamps from 
the mantelpiece and placed them on the tea- 
table. As the fluid pee out and ran ignited 
down on the glass, she and the whole company 
started back, instantly expecting an explosion. 
He rushed up and blew them both out, and no 
harm was done. Again they were lighted, 
without having the fluid wiped off, aud they re- 
quired to be blown out instantly again. Had 
they not been so quickly blown out, the glass 
would have cracked, all the fluid would have 
run flaming over the table clotb, which with 
the table would soon have been on fire. The 
very plain remedy for all this is to putin the 
wicks tightly, and then try how much agitation 
the lamps will bear when full. 

“The other mode of camphene accidents is 
the sudden taking fire of the fluid in the lamp 
and can, when the fluid is replenished while the 
wicks are larning; the person holding them 
gets frightened. throws down both can and lamp, 
and the blazing liquid is spread around in every 
direction, se: ting fire to all combustibles within 
its reach. Such accidents may be avoided just 
as easily as not, simply by filling the lamps in 
the daytime. When any of these fluids are 
warm, by being an hour or two in a lighted 
lamp, their vapors, though invisible, rise thickly, 
and may take fire a foot or more from the lamp. 

“ It is advisuble for housekeepers to try ex- 
periments for themselves, so as to know fami- 
liarly the nature of these fluids. This may be 
done in the following way: Pour some of the

The Southern States. 


The Editor of the South-Western Ad voente, 
referring to the discussion of Southern Rights 
which preceded and has followed the adoption 
of the compromise measures, quotes a memora- 
ble passage of Burke's writings. which we an- 
nex, and concerning which the Advocate justly 
remarks, that its importance and applicability 
at the present time are not less remarkable than 
the political sagacity and prescient wisdom of 
its author at the time of its utterance. The 
extract is taken from the great speech of Burke 
on conciliating with America, delivered in the 
British l'arliament on the 2d of March, 1775, 
concerning which Sir James Mackintosh said: 

The second speech by Mr. Burke on Ameri- 
can taxation was thought by Mr. Fox the best 
work of the master. The judgment was cer- 
tainly right; it bas the careful correctness of 
his first manner, joined to the splendor of his 
second; it was the highest flight of his genius 
under the guidance of taste. Except a few 
Burkeisms in the noble peroration, it contains 
few deviations from beauty.” Such is the tes- 
timony of the antagonist of Burke, the illustri- 
ous author of the Vindiciss Gallicanw. But to 
the extract: 

„Sir. I can perceive by their manner that 
some gentlemen object to the latitude of this 
description, becnuse in the southern colonies 
the Church of England forms a large body, und 
has a regular establishment. It is certainly 
true. There is. however, a circumstance at- 
tending these colonies, which in my opinion, 
fully counterbalances this difference, and makes 
the spirit of liberty more high aud haughty 
than in those to the northward. It is, that in 
Virginia and the « arolinas they have a vast 
multitude of slaves. Where this is the case, 
in any part of the world, those who are free are 
by far the must proud and jealous of their free- 
dom. Freedom to them is not only an enjoy- 
ment, but g kind of rank and privilege. Not 
seeing thediiehat freedom, which in other coun- 
tries where it is a common blessing, and as 
broad and general as the air. may be united 
with such a jogo. with great misery, with 
all the exterior of Vérvitude, liberty looks amongst 
them like something that is more liberal 1 
do not mean, sir, to commend the superior mo- 
rulity of this sentiment, which bas at least as 
much pride as virtue in it; but J cannot hlter the 
nature of man. The fact is so; und these peo- 
ple of the southern colonies are much more 
strongly, and with an higher and more stub- 
born spirit, attached to liberty than those to the 
northward. Such were all the ancient com- 
monwealths: such were our Gothic ancestors; 
such in our day were the Poles; and such will 
be all masters of slaves who are not slaves them- 
selves: In such a people the haughtiness of 
domination, combined with the spirit of free- 
dom, fortifies it, and renders it invincible.”

We can, with 
almost infallible certainty, predict the health- 
falness or sickliness of an approaching sum- 
mer, by reference to different natural pheno- 
mena. If we have a wet winter, preceded by 
a dry summer, the probability ie, that the 
succeeding: summer will be sickly—and for 
an obvious reason. Leaves, grasses, and in 
fact every species of vegetable matter not 
having decomposed from the absence of mois- 
ture, is reduced to a condition, during the 
winter, favorable to the action of heat in the 
ensuing summer. The type of winter dis- 
eases; also, affords ground for reasonable con- 
jecture as to the nature of the complaints of 
the summer following. When catarrhal af- 
fections show a disposition to assume the liv- 
ery of fever, and when intermittent fever is 
protracted through the winter, it augurs bad- 
ly for the diseases proper of summer, With 
reference to the nature of particular soils, as 
productive of disease. I may be easily antici- 
pated. The fertility of a soil is chiefly due 
to the existence of decomposing vegetable 
matter. Hence the sicher the land, the great- 
er the disposition to unhealthiness. The an- 
alysis of soils shews a wonderful variation in 
the relative distribution of mineral constitu- 
ents. ‘Where silicah abounds, or in other 
words, when the soil is sandy, eœteris paribus, 
the locality is more bealthy than whiere alu- 
mina, the chief ingredient of clay-land, is ex- 
cessive. Limestone. regions are usually con- 
sidered less sickly than others; but I am not 
sufficiently acquainted with medici( topogra. 
phy, to give a positive opinion on the subject. 
Elevated situations appear to resist, to some 
extent, the progress of our acute diseases, and 
the leaves of trees are supposed to absorb thie 
malaria as it is borne on the breeze, and to 
destroy its deleterious properties. This is 
merely plausible hypothesis, for it is not as 
yet ascertained whether the cause is a chemi- 
cal agent in the form of gas, or is an incon- 
fineable element, possessing as inscrutable a 
nature as heat, light or electricity, or is sim- 
ply a peculiar disposition of certain natural 
agents, exérting its pernicious influence, solely, 
on nervous excitability.. One thing is certain 
—changes in the character of our acute dis- 
eases, vary with electrical phenomena. The 
various functions of the human organism, are 
influenced, in my opinion, by electricity, both 
im health and disease. ‘The frequent appear- 
ance of meteors, is almost invariably the fore- 
runner of catarthal affeetions, and other elec- 
trical conditions of che atmosphere denote 
corresponding differences in the phase of dis- 
eases, 
Thus much has been said for the purpose 


of establishing fixed principles, in correcting | 


the disposition of our plantations to unhealth- verse 
iness,, We will now proceed directly to the 
consideration of “ ‘the . mode of preserving 

We will simply pre- 


move the sources vo ove disease, exerts a cor- 
responiling influenee on all others. If our 


summer and autumnal fevers are checked, we 


have no hesitation in declaring, that the usual 
ailments of winter and spring will be averted 
and modified. To accomplish this end, then, 
we must, first, destroy the root of the evil— 
Our marshes. and swamps must be thoroughly 
drained ; water must not be allowed to accu- 
mulate in large quantities on our farms; low 
grounds should’ be intersected by numerous 
ditches, and grain and grasses ought to be 
sown upon them until their humidity is re- 
moved; trees should be left or planted upon 
the banks of water-courses and _mill-ponds, so 
as to afford a barrier to the escape of their 
deadly emanations; the channels of branches 
and creeks must be unobstructed by deposi- 
tions of vegetable matter; leaves and dead 
trees should be burnt, at least every two or 
three years ; and the utmost cleauliness must 
be observed in the vicinity of our dwellings. 
It has been asserted that the destruction of 
timber by fire, deteriorates its properties as a 
manure, and defertilizes land. ‘This may be 
true to a certain extent, but I conceive the 
loss sustained by sickness, from a neglect of 
this injunction, is more than equal to the in- 
jury done the soil. At any rate, [ would 
suggest the propriety of testing its virtue by 
experiment. The next point of enquiry is in 
respect to the selection of localities for dwéll- 
ings. The best site, in my opinion, is a po- 
sition elevated considerably above the level 
of neighboring streams and valleys, surround- 
ed, if possible, by sandy hills. ‘These last 
serve as a Shelter against the severity of winds, 
and preserve a more equable temperature of 
the air. I do not approve the plan of build- 
ing negro houses in the woods, for reasons too 
apparent to be mentioned. Their houses 
ought to be of the best wood; roomy and high. 
They should be raised. on blocks, two or three 
feet from the ground, and filth should never 
be suffered to gather under them, as it not 
only precludes free ventilation; but may prove 
a fruitful souree of disease. They should be 
kept perfectly clean, and white-washing with 
lime may be of service, from its agency as a 
disinfectant. When the soil beeomes exceed- 
ing rich, the houses should be moved. Sta- 
bles should always be erected at a convenient 
distance from the quarters, and be frequently 
cleaned. The food of the negro ouglit to be 
in and of good quality. “He should be 
ntifully supplied with meat and salt. The 
absence of tlie latter article will produce the 
most disastrous effects on the human economy, 
as was friglitfully illustrated by the fate of the 
Italian prisoners, who, living upon diet ‘de- 
prived of salt, soon tell victims to worms and 
other entozoa. Spirituous liquors are abso- 
lutely injurious. His clothing must be strong 
and comfortable—in winter, woolen garments 
are indispensable. His feet should be pro- 
tected from cold and moisture, by strong 
shoes. One of the most intelligent planters 
in the low country, (Ion. Whitemarsh B. 
Seabrvok,) remarks, that“ the money applied 
to the procuring of warm and strong clothing 
fur the slave, is wisely and economically ex- 
pended. And, continues the same gentle- 
man, as a general rule, show me a sickly 
plantation in the Parishes, and I will venture 
the assertion, that the want of suitable gar- 
ments is the main cause.“ Sick houses or 
hospitals are unnecessary and injnrious, from 
the gloomy, despondent nature of the negro, 
whose apprehensions and fears are easily ex- 
cited by the scenes and associations connected 
with such. establishments. 
We trust that this sketch, though hasty and 
imperfect, leads to the conviction that the 
bealth of our plantations may be greatly ame- 
liorated. It only remains to be seen, if the 
facilities afforded to attain this object will be 
embraced and employed. Even the dyked 
lands of Holland have, by enterprise and per- 
severance, been rendered desirable, on ac- 
count of their healthiness. Shall it be said, 
to our disgrace, that South Carolina, possess- 
ing every natural advantage we can, reasena- 


tal rivulets and fruitful vales, once the habi- 
tation of blooming Health, will be converted 
into a hot bed of pest, of disease, and of death, 
by the mismanagement and cupidity of her 
planters? Every one must be impressed with 
the importanęe of the subject, unless he either 
is capable of viewing with stoic indifference, 
the sufferings of humanity, or subscribes to 
the notion of the poet, that 


An intermittent in the Spring, 
Is physic for a King.” 


Let every planter consider this matter with 
the earnestness and zeal its importanee de- 
mands, and we will see health, Phenix-like, 
rise from the ashes of its destruction, renewed 
and invigorated. Then will the smiles of an 
approving conscience dissipate the melancholy 
forebodings of posterity’s censure, and permit 
us, in truthfulness to say, “ we have done the 
State some service.”
